TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: : 


‘The following special regulations regarding the issuance of certificates of identity to 
Chinese American citizens, resident in the Territory of Hawaii, are hereby promulgated: 


(a) With a view to affording a proper and efficient means of identification to persons 
of the Chinese race born in the Hawaiian Islands, or naturalized as citizens thereof prior 
to the annexation of said islands to the United States, ja certificate of identity will be 
issued by the immigration officer in charge in said Territory to each person of the Chinese 
race born in the Hawaiian Islands, or naturalized as acitizen thereof prior to their annexa- 
tion, who shall apply for such certificate within one year from March 1, 1908, or who, on 
applying for admission to the Territory of Hawaii, shall establish that he was absent from 
the said Territory during the entire year commencing March 1, 1908; the application for 
such certificate to be in each instance substantiated by proofs sufficient to satisfy the said 
officer in charge of the truth of the claim 6f citizenship advanced: Provided, That in 
any case in which it is shown to the satisfaction of the said inspector in charge that 
failure to procure such certificate of identity within the one year beginning March 1, 1908, 
was due to sickness or other disability beyond the control of the applicant,, such certificate 


shall be granted notwithstanding the expiration of the year: And provided further, That 


only one such certificate of identity shall be issued to any one person; except that dupli- 
cates may be furnished of those unavoidably lost or destroyed, under the terms of _ a- 
graph (k) of these regulations. 

(b) As, under the Constitution and laws of thé United States, a wife is roan ny as 
partaking of the status of her husband, the wives of persons of the Chinese race born in 
the Hawaiian Islands, or naturalized as citizens thereof prior to annexation, will also be 


- furnished with the certificate of identity herein mentioned: Provided, That such certificate 


shall be of effect and valid for the protection of the holder only so long as she retains her 
status acquired by marriage. 


(c) The minimum age at which the certificate of identity shall be issued to children 


‘born of Chinese parents in the Hawaiian Islands shall be five years, unless the child is 


about to depart from the Territory with the intention of returning, in which event a cer- 
tificatea may be issued with the understanding that when the child returns and has reached 
or passed the age of five years such certificate will be surrendered and be superseded by a 
new one issued as of the age then reached, upon the submission of satisfactory evidence of 
identity. All children furnished with certificates representing them at the age of from 
five to nine years shall have the privilege of securing a new certificate, on surrendering the 
old one and submitting satisfactory evidence of identity at the expiration of ten years from 
the date of that first granted, and those securing certificates representing them as between 
the ages of ten and eighteen years shall have the privilege of securing a new certificate, on 
sirrendering the old one and submitting satisfactory evidence of identity after reaching 
their majority, the object being to furnish such persons with certificates that wil! afford a 
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permanent and sure means of identification. The limit of one year fixed in paragraph (a) 


hereof shall not apply to children less than five years ‘of age now living in the Territory 
of Hawaii. 


(7) The said certificate of identity shall be accepted by the immigration officers of the 


- United States as conclusive evidence of the American citizenship of the holder described ~ 


therein, and such holder shall be accorded:all the privileges allowed American citizens, to 
reside in and leave and reenter both the continental and the insular territory of the United 


’ States. 


(e) In issuing the above-mentioned certificate of identity, a form of the following 
character,.furnished by the Bureau of Immigration and Naturalization, shall be used, and 
the instructions hereinafter given shall be carefully observed:

( f) The certificates are printed from engraved plates,-numbered consecutively, and 
bound in books containing 50 each, an original, a duplicate, and a triplicate of each nuniber 
being furnished, arranged the latter two above the former for convenience in copying from

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(g) In issuing said certificates care will be exercised to. have the original and the 
-duplicate correspond in every detail: All blank spaces remaining after writing in the-data 
required to complete the identification of the person to whom the certificate is issued will 
be covered by ruled lines, so as to prev ent the insertion of any additional word or ‘words 
without detection. When placing the impression of the seal upon the certificate the three 
‘copies will be inserted in the seal at once; and in perforating the margin of the photo- 
graphs, such perforation will be made simultaneously, so that if necessary at any 
subsequent time to verify the original certificate by comparison with the duplicate or 
triplicate, placing one immediately over the other will cause the perforated numbers to 
exactly match. The perforations must pass through the edge of the photograph without 
touching the face or other portion‘of the subject of the photograph. The copy of cer- 
tificate herein given has been so printed as to furnish an illustration of the manner in 
which such certificates should be prepared. : 

(h) When it has been determined that an applicant is entitled to a certificate. of 
identity, such applicant shall have three unmounted full-face photographs of himself 
taken by a photographer designated by the inspector in charge (with whom:contract has 
been made for the service), such photographs to be attached to the original, duplicate, 
and triplicate of the certificate. The height will be carefully taken and inserted in feet 
and inches, and in recording physical marks and peculiarities, those which are the most 
pr >minent and the least likely to be obliterated by lapse of tim? shall be selected. 

(2) The certificate of identity, not being transferable, if found by an immigration 
official in the possession of a person to whom it does not relate as shown by a comparison 
of such person with the photograph and personal description appearing thereon, shall be 
taken up and forwarded to the Bureau of Immigration and Naturalization for cancellation. 

(7) The duplicates of certificates will be forwarded to the Bureau of Immigration and

rescurces than have any other people resident -here, The pioneers 
came to Hawaii:in the early sixties. Not Only have we reclaimed 
land from the sea, restored abandoned lands to utility and produc- 
tiveness, estimated at over twenty thousand acres, but we were the 
introducers of, the rice industry, which is second: only to sugar in 
its importance. Much as you may have heard of the marvellous growth

We live in peace and friendliness with the other peoples 


gathered in Hawaii, appreciating the spirit of the liberal govern-= 


ment of the Hawaiian Kingdom, which is today perpetuated in the 
Government of the Territory of Hawaii. Every Chinese now here or 
who has ever been here has become an apostle to teach our fellow of 
countrymen of the desirability of reform in the ancient methods of 
China, - missionaries converted by the free institutions of Hawaii. 
For the future good of the Chinese Empire, we want more Chinese to 
learn what we ourselves have learned and assimilated in Hawaii, 

Hawaii's industrial condition today is one of unstable 
equilibrium in that she is a country in which one industry is supreme 
in importance. Her condition as to labor for the sugar ficlds is 
also unsatisfactory in that one class of labor constitutes the main 
source of the labor supply. | 

Hawaii needs other industries besides sugar; she needs 
also another large and immediate supoly of labor so that -the léading 
industry shall not be devendant on but one source, | 

‘We’ recognize, as well-wishers of “this our adopted land, 
the advantages of the 6fforts now being made to import chs elements 
of a future citizen population, but we urge that the efforts on this 
behalf will consume so much time before the final results are 
Obtained, that our petition is not out of place. 

Hawaii's industrial condition is in a transition state; 
our suggestion is to make the unavoidable friction and unrest of 
such periods less irritating and less a source of loss to all con- 
cerned, At this time when strong efforts are being made to better 
economic, industrial and political conditions in Hawaii, and to 
bring about a great diversity of agricultural industry, all possible 
Steps should be taken to preserve and assist the existing industries, 
for only by their prosperity can growth in other lines continue, 
| The rice industry is*crippled because of insufficient 
labor, and is in fact threatened with extinction. We have tried 
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other labor than the Chinese, but without success. Other races do 
not take the place of the Chinese in this industry, | 

In the year 1898 the Chinese residents of Hawaii numbered 
‘twenty-five thousand, = today they do not exceed fifteen thousand, 
Of this number, not more than seven thousand are available for 
agricultural.labor, and many are, by reason of age, becoming unfit 
for such lebor. To save our industries, a fresh supply is impera- 
tive, 

The laws of the tmited States now in force are Fesulting 
in our being gradually surplanted by the Japanese, notwithstanding 
the fact that we were first on the ground and have aided so largely

The Bureau has given careful consideration to the 
CC ontente of this petition and to the remarks of the Inspector 
in Charge at Honolulu, which accompany the same, in accord~ 
ance with instructions given by you. 


The point of view of the petitioners is understood 
and the Bureau fully appreciates the position taken by them, 
viz: that American citizens, although of Chinese descent, 
are entitled to all of the privileges guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution and laws of.this country. The most difficult and 
embarrassing problem of the many involved in administering 
the Chinese Exclusion Laws is constituted by the class of 
Chinese persons known as "natives", and a majority of the 
frauds which have been and are now being perpetrated fall 
within that class, so that the utmost care has to be exer- 
cised to feel even reasonably sure that the Government is 
not being imposed upon in each case of that character pre- 
sented. 


Alternate objects are sought .by the’ petitioners; 
first, a concession under which birth and naturalization 
certificates issued by the Hawaiian authorities will be ac- 
cepted by the immigration officials as.conclusive evidence 
of the American citizenship of applicants presenting such 
papers; “and, second, failing so broad a concession, issuance 
by the Department of credentials that, in the hands of 
American citizens of the Chinese race, will forever insure 
to them the privilege of leaving and entering United States’ 
territory without delay or annoyance. 


To grant the first concession asked, would, in the 


_ Bureau's opinion, open a wide door for the perpetration of 


fraud, and seriously embarrass the officers charged with the 
enforcement of the exclusionlaws. Moreover, any attempt 

to do such a thing would, in fact, be transferring, without 
sanction of law, to officials of the Territory of Hawaii 
functions which Congress has seen fit to vest in the inmmigra- 
tion officers of the Federal Government.

erented. It would be possible, however, and perhaps ad- 

visable, to instruct the Inspector in Charge at Honolulu to 
make thorough inquiry into the system which is followed and 


the measure of care observed by the Secretary of the Terri- 


tory of Hawaii in issuing birth certificates, ascertaining 
positively to what degree and for how long a period such a 
practice has been observed as gives reasonable assurancé 

of the bona fides of claims passed upon favorably by said 
Secretary, thus placing himself in a position where he will 
be able to know immediately when such papers are presented 
that they are or are not worthy of cred@nce, and possibly 
to accord them practically conclusive weight in many instances, 
not because they are papers issued by the Secretary but .- 
because he is inpossession himself of knowledge that satis-— 
fies him that the person of Chinese race described in such 
paper was actually born in American territory. This would 
result in no transfer of authority, and at the same time 
would accomplish, to a considerable extent at —s the 
object sought by the petitioners. 


The Bureau has always held the view that American 
citizens of the,Chinese race ought to be accorded every con- 
sideration and,subjected to no annoyance or indignity. The 
best method of acconmlishing what the petitioners desire 
would be by granting their alternate request; and the most 
direct and effective method of so doing would be the adoption 
by Congress of the several-times-repeated recommendation 
of this Bureau (again urged in the forthcoming Annual Report) 
that a re-registration of Chinese be authorized. If this 


' were done, the native-born Chinaman could register as such 


upon proving to the Immigration officers charged with the 
conduct, of the registration ‘that he was actually born in 
the Ynited States (or was naturalized under the laws of the 
ry Republic of Hawaii prior to annexation). Of 
course, it will not be possible to compel a native-born 
Chinaman to register, but the privilege could be extended 
to him, as it was in 1892 and 1893, and could be so safe- 
Puarded as to prevent any large number of frauds being per- 
petrated. If such a registration were authorized, the Bu- 
reau's experience would enable it to employ such a form of 
certificate and to observe such a degree of care that the 


future fraudulent transfer of the certificates would be next

If it is not thought that Congress is likely to 
act favorably upon this reiterated recommendation, and if 
the matter is of sufficient importance to call for the 
taking of immediate action, the Bureau suggests the possi- | 
bility of extending to the Chinese-American citizens of 
Hawaii the terms of Rule 59 of the Chinese Regulations 
approved May 3, 1905, which Rule has never been put into 
active operation.

By virtue of the Constitution of the United States of 


America, and the Organic Act.of the Territory of Hawaii, which 
went into effect on June 14, 1900, all persons who were citizens 
of the Republic of Hawaii at the time of annexation became citizens 
of the United states of America. °It also followed, by virtue of 


the constitution of the United States, of the Organic Act, and ofr 
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the Constitution of the Republic, that all persons who were porn 
within the Hawaiian Islands becam citizens of the United States, 


ami that all persons who had been naturalized (and under the laws 
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of the Kingdom and of the Repub ie Chinese persons might become 
naturalized) were citizens of the United States. 

Recognizing the fact that by the lapse of time dhinese 
who, under the laws of the United States had no right to be naturalized 
wouki engounter difficulties in proving their Hawaiian birth and 
consequent American citizenship, the Territory of Hawaii has made 
provision for the issuance to Chinese of certificates of Hawaiian 
birth. © It is probable that the intent of the provision for the 
issuance of such certificate has been to enable Chinese, when 
witnesses of their birth have departed or died, to show their 
American citizenship. Notwithstanding the -issuance of such certif— 
icates, however, the regulations of your Department have been such 
that the holter of a certificate has not been accorded rights which 
have been given to other American citizens. For instance, a chinese 
person presenting himself at the port of. San Francisco, on a trip 
from Honolulu, or a Chinese person endeavoring to land in Honolulu 
on his return from’a trip to China, mist do more than present his 
certificate of Hawaiian birth.

or died, will render proof of American citizenship almost impossible. 
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Let us give you an illustration of the difficulty attendant 
- upon the present interpretation of the law. It is a matter of fact 
that some shine se were born here at least forty-five years ago. 

Under the gonstitut ion am laws of the United States, such a person 
is a citizen of the United States. He is accorded tne rignt, 

- under the laws of the Territory, of having his Hawaiian birth 
certified to by the officials of the Territory; yet, should he 
desire to return to China to see his relatives, or to go to the 
United States on a visit, he is compelled to furnish proof, upon 
his return to Honolulu, or upon his arrival at San Francisco, of 
his birth in Hawaii. The witnesses through whose testimony he 
‘secured a cert ificate of Hawaiian birth from the Territorial ; 
officials may have died or departed, and he may be unable to secure 
their test inony. Under the interpretat ion given to the lew, and 
under the regulations of your Department he cannot, under these 
circumstances, pe permitted to return to Honolulu, or to visit the 


mainlam. = 2 
We respectfully suggest that, inasmuch as the lays of 


the Territory of Hawaii,-— both those in existence in the Past and 
those at present in force,- require most stringent proof of Hawaiian 
birth, Viowd, some regulation be made through 2m by which certificates 
issued by the Seeetiaetat authorities, of Hawaiian birth, be accepted 
as proof of American citizenship. 

This appeal is made not only on behalf of ourselves, 


elaiming to pe American citizens, but on behalf of our children.

We are very proud of the fact that. we are American citizens, am 
proud likewise of the fact that our children are American citizens; 
yet, under existing repulations, our ghilaren, born today, might 
in the future have difficulty in establishing their citizenship,

Should the suggestion that the certificate’ of Hawaiian 
birth, issued by the Territorial officials, pe accepted as proof by 
the officials of the United States, not meet with your approval, 
mignt we respectfully ‘suggest that some regulation be made by which 
a certificate can be issued by your Departnent of such Hawaiian 
birth, which certificate would be accepted as proof of American 
citizenship at a1l1 times and in all ports. 7

A third argument against the investigation of such 
cases only upon their return to this port or upon their 
application for admittance in San Francisco is the miserable 
detention quarters here, which are infinitely worse than San 
Francisco, wnich in turn is saying a great deal, A delay must 
of necessity occur since it is impossible to cover all Chinese 
cases the day they arrive, such investigation under ordinary 
conditions sometimes requiring a week to ten days to accomplish, 
according to the distance witnesses may be from Honolulu’or the 
difficulty in locating them. 

Again, in the case of Hawaiian born Chinese going to 
San Francisco; Of what force would their affidavits be in that 
“port? We believe that they would be promptly turned down; if 
an investigation of the claims of such applicants is to. be made 
by us here, through reference from San Francisco, shall the 
American citizen be compelled. to wait in detention in San Pran- 
cisco until his right have been determined, which would be apt 
to take four weeks at least?

I should state that I nave had seinen to believe for a long 
time, that there was a great deal of irregularity in the issuance 


of these certificates of Hawaiian birth, We have found this to 


be more particularly the case with sich certificates issued prior 


to the time when Governor Carter had control of these matters, 
It has been our custom to take the testimony .of witnesses where 


Chinese pesons held Hawaiian birth certificates, and we have 


found, in a number of instances,that these witnesses by no means 


possessed such a knowledge of the birth’ in Hawaii of the Chinaman 
as would warrant tis i damanoe of such a paper to him, We have 
done this because we nave found an apparent carelessness in 

the issuance of these documents, and we made.our investigation ° 
just as though the cases had never been passed upon by the Govere 
nor, During the absence of Govemor Carter a few months ago

MEMORANDUM FOR THE COMMISSIONER -GENE 


Under date of August 7, 1908, Interpreter Tong Kau wrote 
to the Bureau direct (Inspector in Charge Brown being absent) alleg- 
ing that Chinese Inspector Geo, S. Curry nad landed Chinese not en- 
titled to admission, citing three specific instances as foilows: 

(1) Wong Kook Yee, who presented a fraudulent Hawaiian cer- 
tificate of birth; (2) Chung Kum Shuen, allezed minor son of domiciled 
merchant; and (3) Chung Chee Hung and Chung Chook Hung, also alleged 
sons of the mercnant who secured landing of the Chinaman last above 
naned, 


| No further comment will be made on the first and second al- 
legations than to say tnat the Inspector's connection with the first 
case is not shown since the Interpreter states "I _—" a Chinaman 
naned Wong Kook Yee,attempting to enter the United States under a 
false certificate of Hawaiian Birtth;" and in the second case the inter- 
vreter's suspicion is founded on a rumor heard in Chinatown to the — 
effect that the applicant was not a minor when admitted and that the 
alleced father had paid $100 to secure nis lending; and he has sub- 
mittel nothing to support his contention that Inspector Curry was

With his said communication the interpreter forwarded a transer ipt 

of the testimony taken in the case of Chung Chee Hung and Chung Chook 

Hung, which he claimed showed such discrepancies that the applicants’ 
landing was unwarranted, This case was thoroughly investigated by 
Inspector in Csarge Brown, by direction of the Bureau, and his report, 
dated February 8th, last, .(delay in submitting same being due to his 
absence in connection with the registration of Chinese) shows that he

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Inspector Richard H, Taylor, who has been conducting a 
general investigation, #t Honolulu, also looked up this case of Chung 
Chee Hung and Cnuns Chook Hung. He does not seem to have questioned 
either Interpreter Tong Kau or Inspéctor Curry, but he did make in- 
quiries among the Chinese, His opinion from the statements made to 
him,and after seeing the boys; is that they are minors and are the 
sons of their alleged father; and that, while he has no direct testi- 
mony to that effect, he believes that Loo Joe, who is at times employed 
as interpreter by the Honolulu office, secured $150 from the man who 
brought in the boys. His information on this last point was obtained 
from tne former bookkeeper of the. father's firm through reliable sources, 
but this man would make no statement to Mr, Taylor.

ently estavlished her right to be here. As a result of Inspector ~ 
Taylor's investigation, which showed that the quarters occupied by Yee 
Chin and his family had but two sleeping rooms and that the two boys 
undoubtedly occupied one and Yee Chin and his alleged daughter the other, 
a warrant was secured under the "Edmunds Act," charging her with the 
commission of adultery. This warrant was served late in the evening 

and the condition in which they found Yee Chin and Yte Yaw indicated

questioned regarding the manner in which he secured the admission of

Shortly after these Chinese were landed, letters 
were received by the local Immigration Bureau from B. F. 
BOWCHOW (fictitious) and AMOS P, WILDER, Consul General at. 
Hong Kong, copies of which are submitted herewith, to the 
effect that YEE YAW was muthar the wife or daughter of 
YEE CHIN. Upon the receiipt of these letters, the matter 
was placed in the hands of United States Attorney Breckons, 
who caused a warrant to be issued for YEH YAW, charging her 
with being a.Chinese laborer unlawfully in the. United States. 
At. the hearing before United States Commissioner Davis, she 
apparently established her right. to be here and was permitted 
to remaiin. Shortly thereafter, this matter was placed before 
the Department of Justice by United States Attorney Breckons, 
as showm by a report submitted to the Attorney-General under 
date of December 22, 1908, ‘copy of said report heing sub- 
mitted herewith, together with copies of all other corres- 
pondence relative thereto. 

Shortly after my arrival here I took up the case 

of this womam and found that she was ‘eetiin oe a second story 
back room over the store: of WO SING & COMPANY, No. 10 Hotel 
Street, YEE CHIN'S place of business. An investigation dis- 
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closed the fact that. there were but two sleeping rooms in

the building occupied by these Chinese, one was occupied 
by the two boys, which left the other for YEE CHIN and YER 
YAW.

After, satisfying ourselves that YEE CHIN 
had retired to his room upstairs, and just. as his clerk was 
closing the store, we entered and started for the second 
floor. Before reaching the latter place, however, the at- 
tendant dowstaire rang an electric bell, which was later 


found to be in the room occupied by YEE CHIN and YEE YAW.

Concerning the matter of Yee Yaw, otherwise called Yee Lau, 
I beg to make the following report:- 

During the afternoon of April 20, 1909, (Tuesdsy) a warrant 
for the arrest of one, Yee Yaw, otherwise called Yee Lau, was sent 
tO the Waited States Marshal's Office, Honolulu, and on the evening 
of the Same date, in company with yourself and the Honorable R. W. 
Breckons, United States District Attorney, I proceeded to serve 
the same. According to appointment, yourself, Mr. Breckons, end 
I met at 8.45 P.il. and proceeded to the residence of Yee Yaw, which 
is the sane as that of Yee Sing, on the second floor of the. store 
occupied by the firm of Wo Sing & Company, Wo.10 Hotel Street. 
Immediately on entering the store we located the stairway leading 
to the second Weer. he stairway is at the rear of the store, but 
before helf a dozen steps had been taken we heard a bell.ring some- 
wifere overhead and learned thet the Chinaman who was in charge. of 
store had by this means made. known our presence to the people above, 
and on reaching the second floor we were met by Yee Sing, who had 
just come out of the bed-room imuediately adjoining the steirway; 
on entering the bed-room it apneared to contain no other occupants 
than ourselves, but on looking behind a screen, which hid from view 
a bath tub, we found Yee Yaw attired in sleeping costume, Yee Sing 


was also attired in sleeping costume, both of them ready to retire

Also, incidental to that, acting 
as Immigrant Inspector, also, Member of the Board of Special 
Inquiry; and when the work under the Chinese Exclusion Law 
permits, I take part in intigration work. 

0: You are charged, generally, with the enforcement of 
the Chinese Exclusion Act? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Under the Inspector in Charge, you have practically 


charge of that work? 


A. Practically all the cases go through my hands; some- 


times, the other inspectors here, if the work is rather 
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rushed, are called in. In such an event, why the cases will 
go over to some of the other inspectors. You see, the work 
here is different from what it is in any other part of the 
United States, you know.

. During the absence of Yee Chin from these Islands, I . 
have made numerous‘ inquiries among people well acquaint= 
ed with him and learned that he undoubtedly was a na- 
turalized citizen, and the certificates he now presents 
certainly bear out that report. Mr. Yee Chin is also 
known to this office to be a merchant of long standing, 
member and manager of the Wo Sing Co. of Hotel St., 
Honolulu. 

I questioned Yee Chin closely as to whether Yee 
Yaw, Yee Jew Siu and Yee Yum were in fact his children, 
and he stated emphatically that they were, and that they 
were minors. I also, at another time, when the father 
was in another part of the ship, closely questioned the 
children on this point, and they corroborated the state- 
ments made by Mr. Yee Chin, their father. There is no 
doubt in my mind, but that Mr. Yee Chin is a natural- 
ized citizen of the United States as well as a merchant, 
and that the children he brings with him are his own, 


and are minors. I therefore recommend their admission.

I have known Mr. YEE CHIN 
ever since my coming to the Islands, and knew, both from 
what I have heard, and from secwnintats evidence, that he 


was a citizen of the United States. I accompanied him to 
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the Governor's office, and assisted him in securing his pass- 


port. At the same time I, in addition thereto, gave him a 
letter stating that I knew him to be a citizen of the United 
States, in axibas era should he have any trouble in China, 
he would have, in addition to the passport, a statement to 
that effect from me. | . 

YEE CHIN proceeded with his family to China, and re- 
turned therefrom some month or so ago, arriving here the 
early part of November. On his return he was accompanied 
by a young woman eighteen years of age, as well as by two 
boys. All were permitted to land, the girl as his daughter 
and the two boys as his sons. Unquestionably the two boys 
were his ania: and citizens of the United States, having as 


I understand been born here. 


On one evening last week some of the Ministers in 
town directed ny attention to the. fact that a young Chinaman 
by the name of LUM MUN KING had intermarriied on December 8, 
1906, with a Chinese girl by the name of KWAI FAR, they stat- 
ing to me that the husband had a wife living in China; that 


the marriage between LUM MUN KING and KWAI FAR had not been

they had a right to marry. 


I got hold of LUM MUN KING and KWAI FAR, and they -

I inguired from’ 
them their reason for getting married when the husband had 
a wife living in China. They told me that they understood 
that a Chinamam had a right to marry here, if his first wife 
was in China, and intended remaining there, Inquiring where 
they got. such an idea, they informed me that YEE CHIN, - the 
Chinese-American citizen referred te above - had brought. a

new wife from China. I inquired the sources of their infor- 
matiom, and found that there was a general rumor to, that’ ef- 
fect.

The case against Downey has given me no little concern, not be- 
cause of any particular difficulties in the case itself, but by reason 
of the collateral complications which have arisen in: connection therewith, 


A number cf months since, this office became convinced that 
an extensive scheme for the importation of Chinese laborers was being . 
carried into effect, in which persons living in or about Los Angeles 
were implicated. “ : :

On several-occasions automociles loaded .with Chinese were 
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apprehended between Los Angeles and Santa Ana, the occupants arrested, - 4 


and, pursuant to proceedings in thet behalf, in which proof of entry from 
Mexico was made, ordered deported. These and other indications of 
wholesale smugzling caused me to notify the local Chinese Inspector in 
Charge that 1 intended writing you fully upon the subject, recommnend- 

ing a thorough investivation, to the end that responsibility for such 
conditions might be fixed, Such letter was prevared, but, before its trans 
mission, Messrs. Nesbitt and Hillyer, of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, called, advising me that they had just completed an investigation 
of the Immigration Service along the Mexican border, and the communication 
was not forwarded. The gentlemen named related what appeared to be a 

very serious coniition of affairs, involving officers in the Immigra- 

tion Service in questionable, if not criminal, practices, much of their 
information having been obtained from Antonio Downey, , 


In the course of their interview 1 was for the first time 
apvorised of the fact that complaints had been sworn to by Professor 
Sanford before the United States Commissioner at San Diervo, in this Dis- 
trict, charging Apolonio and Pedro Gonzales with vringing and aiding in 
the bringing of Chinese laborers into the United States, and that the 
iefeniants were then under arrest. | 


Messrs, Nesbitt and Hillyer indicated an intention to file a 
complete report of their investigations and fo furnish me with a copy 
thereof. They furnished me copy of report of their interview with 
Downey, at the same time assuring: me that no promise of immunity had been 
made, and sugzsested that I interview him, which was done thereafter, 


Not longs after the departure of the last named gentlenen 

Mr, Ricnard Kk, Taylor, Special Agent of the Immigration Service, came 

to Los Angeles for the purpose of making a thorough investigation, and 
co-onerating with this office with a view to presenting the facts to the 
Grand Jury. Taylor made a most thorough and exhaustive inquiry at the 
outset of which we both entertained strong inclinations favorable to 
Downey, but, in view of the facts develdped, and after interviewing him 
further, came to the conclusion that he had been guilty of deliberate 
falsehood in his statements to Msssrs, Nesbitt and Hillyer, as well as 


to ourselves, Taylor's investigation conviced me, as 1 tninkx it con- 
vinced him, that ‘at least one of the marties very largely interested, . _ 
if net actively participating,in Chinese Smuggling, was Mr. George L. 4 
McKesby, formerly Assistant United States Attorney in this District, who, a 


since retiring from the office, has devoted Ainselt almost exclusivédly 

to the defensé of Chinese laborers in deportation proceedings, in which 
proceedings ns has presented the usual manufactured defense that nis 
clients were native born citizens; and we have been endeavoring, so far 
without success, to get some case in which one of his witnesses mignt 

be successfully prosecute! for perjury. In the course of this investi-. «+ 
gation, it came, for the first time, to my knowledge, tnat McKeeby had. 

been employed in some capacity by Professors Jenks and Sanford, and had 
also been interviewed by Messrs. Nesbitt and Hillyer, Naturally,McKeeby : 
has made the most of this apparent official recognition among the e 
Chinese, and, I am advised, has openly boasted of his influence in Chinese : 
matters wit b th Government, — 
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As a result of Mr. Taylor's investigation, the facts were 
presented to the Grand Jury with a view to the indictment, among others, of 
Downey; out before doing this, and in order that we might be fully ad- 
vised as to all of the circumstances and be perfectly sure as to the exact 
status of Downey, I wirsd the Department of Commerce and Labor, requesting 
that the report of Nesbitt and Hillyer be transmitted, which request was 
not complied with, and we proceeded to present the matter with the lights 
before us, with the result that indictments were returned against Downey 
and others, :

Early in the months of Octoter I had an extensive interview with 
Mr. Wheeler, Assistant Secretary of Commerce and Labor, and also with 
Professor Sanford, at which the above facts were stated, ‘fr, Taylor bdeing

As upean be seen from the letter of Mr, Hiliyer herewith inclosed 
there has been some lack of harnony and he almost necessary friction and 
dimimeire arising out of the numerous inquiries and eee 
by commissions, special officers and svecial asents, wherein jealous) 
betvesn local im migration officers, and the natural desire of the hineee

and their agents, attorneys and representatives to disc redit the service, 


have each slaved an important part. Throughout it all I have endeavored 
(I hope, successfully) to keep this office free from any entanglenents, 


For Messrs. Nesbitt 2nd Hillyer and for ur, Taylor I have 
Ooniy commendation; tney arrived on the zround after most of the confusion 
nad been created, and met an exceedingly difficult situation in a most 
efficient manrer. I wrote.Mr. Hillyer-from Fresno on the llth of Novenber 
copy of mv letter, together with his reply, bein: herewith enclosed, 

I believe that Antonio Downey is guilty of the offense 

cnarsel against nim, but 1 am also now convinced that he could not be 
convicted thereof in the fact of the showing he gan made as to the source 
from which the government has-derived at least gome of its information, 
and because it would be practically impossible to keep from the jury, 
even if it were proper to do so, the circumstances under which he made 
his statements to the various officers who have interviewed hin, 


Tne Mr S.H. Garrett, attorney for Downey, copy of whose 
Letter is enclosed in the communication of the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor to yourself, has offices with Mr. McKeeby, and while this.circum- 
stance of itself may not be of great weight, stili, taken in connection 
with what we believe to be McKeeby's ralation with the entire —" 
it may be a matter of some considerable consequence, 

Mr, Taylor advised me that he would make full Hemet of his 
investigation to the Department of Commerce’and Labor, Those reports _ 
snould show the prevarications of Downey, For the purposes of the records 
of thisoffice, if there is to be a dismissal of the case, believing, as 
I do, that the man is thoroughly guilty, I, would’ respectfully suggest that 
the record be made to show that the dismissal is at the request of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, In view of the circumstances, and 
particulariy of the request of the Department of Commerce and Labor, it 
joes not seem to me improper to dismiss the case, which course wet be 
taken provided it mests with your approval.

I had an extensive and satisfactory interview with Mr.Wheeler 
at San Francisco in the early part of October, at which time 1 anticipated 


returning to Los Angeles 


in a very few days and writing you in reference to 


_ the Downey and other cases; however, through the critical illness of -Hon. 
Ruben H, Lloyd, next in line ahead of me for the office of Grandmaster 
of Masons of California, I was unexpectedly required to assume the duties 
of that position, which at the pre esent time happen to be quite extensive 
and arduous and necessitated my remaining in San Francisco ten days longer 
than I had expectei. igmediately upon my return to Los Angeles I was re- 


quired to attend toe the 


presentation of the case of Respondent in an 


action brougnt to enjoin the sale of Los Angsles County Road Bonds, my 
argument in which was concluded yesterday in time to take the train for 
Fresno for the purpose of attending the Novermber Term of the Federal 
Court here, This [hope will explain my apparent dereliction and I trust 
you will assure Mr, Wheeler that the delay has been due to circumstances 
entirely beyond my control. 


‘Not very long after. the departure of yourself and Mr .Nesbitt, 
Mr. Taylor commenced local investigation of alleged violators of the 


Chinese kx clusion Law. 


I had arey ionaly interviewed Downey, and Mr, 


Taylor had several interviews witn him, in ths course of which it became 
very apparent to both of us that Downey had in his statements to your- 
self and Mr. Nesbitt been guilty of gross falsehoods. Mr. Taylor went to 
Mexico where ne saw the parties accused by Downey with complicity with 
smuggling-and on his return reported to me that conviction of the parties 
would »é impossible, in his opinion, After thorougnly going over the 
matter with Mr. Taylor (report of the latter's labors having, I understsnd, 
been forwarded’to Washington as he progressed) and advised him that you 
and Mr. Nesbitt had stated to me that no promise whatever had been made to 
Downey, except that in view of his making full and complete disclosure 

to the government, you would exercise your good offices in his behalf, 

‘We wired Washington requesting that your report (a copy of which you had 
stated would be furnished me) be forwarded in order tat we might have 
before us all of the data and information secured by you as well as that 
secured by Mr. Taylor; that request vas in effect declined, hence we were 
compelled to act according to our best judgment upon the information 
which we had at hand and with a full understanding that no promise of 
immunity had been made to Downey or any otner person, 


The matter was fully. presented to the Grand Jury and we se- 


cured the attendance of 


the Gonzales from Mexico upon the assurance that 


, « 
they would not be arrested en route, with the result that the Grand 
Jury reported the indictments of which you have already been advised, 


In our pore interview the various phases:of the situation 
were fully discussed, and, 1 think well understood, The apparent con- 
 troversy existing between the Immigration Service and the Commission has, 
-_ as we then agreed, unfortunately complicated matters, Professor Jenks 
| Called upon me sometime since with the statement that he could secure a 
confession from the Chinaman supposed to be the go-between in the Tuttle 
; transaction if we would agrees not to prosecute him. The Attorney General 
| did not feel it advisable or desirable that testimony should be secured in 
any such manner and 1 fully agreed sith him and @o advised Professors 
| Sanford and Jenks. At that time I called their attention to the conflict 
and stated that I would not permit my office to become involved therein, 


immediately after Downey was arrested he stated that nothing 
would be done witn him because Professor Jenks would prevent prosecution, 
This assertion I fully believe to be unfounded and arises out of the 
apparanit official sanction given to McKeeby and others actively interest- 
ed against the Government in Chinese deportation cases, Professor Sanford 
stated to me that he believed McKeeby to be a crook, yet, he was employed, 
to a limited extent, and has acted as men of his character and calibre 
naturally would, that is, extensively advertised the fact of his official 
emDloyment and gretly exaggerated it; and has also used this fact in an 


attempt to reflect upon my office end has thus added to tne unpleasantness 
of the situation, 


I am thoroughly convinced that Downey ig guilty, not only 

of violation of law with which he stands charged, but of lying to you 

and every otner- government official with whom he has come in contact, and, 
under such circuristances, I felt that any possible consideration for in- 
formation communicated by him, had wholly failed; consequently, under- 
standing that no promises had been made, I felt that ne should be indicted, 
and proceeded accordingly. I have been extremely doubtful of conviction, 
because not only would Downey himself be very likely to exagzerate the 
extent of the promises made him, but Professor Sanford stated to me in so 
many words that he had been promised immunity. 1 believs Professor 
Sanford misapprehends and misunderstands the situation and gave to the 
statement, made by you and Mr. Nesbitt, entirely too broad a significa- 
tion,. I have the highest opinion of both Professors named, but can not 
avoid feeling that a situation necessarily confused at best has been 
confounded through misdirected efforts, 


I have not interviewed Mr. Taylor for several weeks, He 
assured me that he would call upon you and Mr, Nesbitt and explain fully 
the situation here as he found it. I shall probably: hear in due course 
from the Attorney General in response to your communication of the 27th, and 
will be glad to explain to him my views in reference to the advisability 
of discontinuing the prosecution, 


. Professor. Sanford showed mé in San Francisco a memorandum un- 
signed, but of which he said you were the author, in which a statement 
to this effect appeared: "Iawlor is entitled to no credit for statements 
secured from Downey" or words to that effect. I of course did not inter- 
view or prosecute Downey with any other idea than of performing my official 
duty as I saw it and so stated to those present at the interview in San 
Francisco referred to. I also there asserted and here repeat that the 
lancuage attributed to you was not intended to convey the impression 
in your opinion I had been inspired by any other motive. Mr. Taylor's 
labors have been fully made known to me and I would not be giving him 
his due if I failed to state that it has never been my fortune to 
observe a more painstaking, faithful and efficient officer. 


Give my kindest regards to Mr. Nesbitt, and with best 
wishes to yourself and expression of my sincere appreciation of your 
proferred assistance, wnich certainly will be aviled of, I remain,

éd inquiry 2s we were able to, The result of all this work was that we 
cane to the conclusion that Lerdo Gonzales was doing more smuggling than 
all the rest of the smugglers put together, It is, of course, possible 
for any man to be misled in a case like this, but we are as oertain of it 
as we are of anything the corpus delicti of which we have net seen, 


Mr. Nesbit was in to see me last week, He left this Depart- 
ment a month or two ago and is now National Bank Examiner of the district 
around Pittsburg, Pennsylvania. . He is very enthuslastic about his new wor 
and while I do not envy him the change from law work to work of this nature 
I can not say the same about the increased compensation he is in receipt 
of, Nesbit asked to be remembered to you,

and having recently been on the ground and looked into these cases for th 


Department, I submit the following statement for consideration in connection 


with these cases: 


I, With regard to the case avainst Antonio Downey, I think the Depart- 


ment will have to release him for the following reasons, The principal evidence 


against ‘him is his own confession of a violation of the Chinese Exclusion Law, 


which was obtained by r. Nesbit and-myself, with the understanding. that this 


- Department would not prosecute him.

. jail, and obtained a confession of his smuggling operations, which have been 


very extensive, He stated that he had brought in by the water route over 


six hundred Chinamen, for which he had received a uniform price of *100 apiece. 


He gave us valuable daté with regard tb his confederates both in Mexico and 
in the United States, which data is at the disposal of the Government. 

Gerald is now in jail convicted of a smuxglinge expedition in which former 
Inspector Ballou captured his boat with Gerald and twelve Chinamen on board. 
We made no promises whatever to Gerald, His attorney advised him to talk to 
us on the ground that it could do him no harm, he being convicted and serving 
his sentenee, In giving us the statement it is a fact, of course, that he 
hoped that his assistance to the Government mizht in some way mitigate his 
sentence, but personally I do not see how anything can be done, unless,!r, 
Wheeler takes the matter up with the Department of Justice, and uses Gerald 
in future prosecutions. Gerald was sentenced to tv years in San Quentin

prison, but he has been contesting kis case for nearly that leneth of ‘time,

and his sentence has only about begun to run, If Gerald could be Kept at the 
Los Anzveles jail, and used’ there ‘by the District Attorney in tng prosecution

that he could hardly be prosecuted for offences confessed to under these cir- 
cumstances, If old Jim can be captured and swat to the penitentiary, it will 
be a very proper proceedure on the part of the authorities, and the punishment | 
will be well deserved by this Chinaman. As evidence of the operations of Old 
vim we have in our possession a copy Sf & note, of which we have seen the original, 
siened by William Gerald, payable to Low Tong, (Old Jim) for $150, dated January 
8, 1906, and witnessed by Chan Kiu Sing, This note is for money loaned to

smurcling operations. It may be noted in passing that Boag. Pg an appli- 
cant for appointment in the Immigration Service, is in our opinion, connected’ 
with this ‘ang of smugglers. Old Jim only confessed to the one smuggling 
expedition above referred to, and he stoutly denied all other operations. In this 
we believe that he is lying, as we think that there are few individuals who have 
been connected with more smuggling than this Chinaman, 

IV. In prosecuting our mission our object was to get information, and 
this was the only tay to get it, and I might state here that for months the 
Immizration eases and the District Attorney's office had been cee to 
ret. just such confessions as we secured from Downey, Gerald and Old Jim, and 
utterly failed to accomplish anything. The result of these statements has 
shed a flood of light upon conditions in Southern California, and they were 
obtained at a minimum cost of ery ay after very difficult and perservering

THE CASE OF SIX CHINESE AFFREHENDED IN THE VICINITY 
OF IMFERIAL JUNCTION, CALIFORNIA, JUNE 26, 1908. 
On June 26, 1908, Inspector Ames and Customs Inspector Conklin 
apprehended six Chinese neer Imperial Junction, together with Yena-= 


cio Barrios, Salvador Armenta and Francisco Chavez, three Mexican 
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smucclers whom the officers accused of having brought the aforesaid

six Chinese across the line from Mexico in the vicinity of Mexicali, 

to which place they were brousht from Ensenada. Accordinz to the | 
statements of Inspectors Ames and Conklin, those officers received 
information to the effect that the three Mexican :smugplers, Barrios, . 
Armenta, and Chavez, assisted the said six Chinese to enter the 

United States, as aforesaid, several days prior t» their arrest; that 
they traced the Chinese and their Mexican guides from the vicinity 

of Mexicall, Mexico, to the point at which they were arrested, . 

where they went for the evident purpose of putting the Chinese on a 
train; that at the time of the arrest the said six Chinese were camped |

about six hundred yards from the Mexicans and that foot prints were 


found connecting the two camps. 


On July 16, last, the said six Chinese were taken before U.S. 
Commissioner Williams at tos Angeles, Califérnia, found to be unlaw- 
fully in‘ the United States and ordered deported; at the same time 
the three Mexican smucclers, Barrios, Armenta and Chavez, were given 
a hearing before the same conmissioner on complaints charging them 
with aiding and abetting the unlawful entry of the aforesaid six 
Chinese into the United States, at which time they were held for the 
action of the federal grund jury, which body returned indictments 
against them decteuter Os. last. (pp 88-90 Vol.5 of the Record). 
These three defendants h=ve been confined in the Los Angeles county 


jeil since the date of their arrest in default of $1500 bail each.

Owing to the fact that neither of the arresting officers were 
able to testify positively that the defendants, Barrios, Armenta 

and Chavez, were the persons who actually piloted the Chinese across 
‘the line, the most essential feature of the case, and after exhauste- 
ing every available means of establishine that point, which ‘we-'are 
satisfied is true, we secured confessions from Mar Look (pp 68-77 
Vol.3) and Chin Bow (pp 78-87 Yo1l.3), two of the Chinese who were 
broucht across the line by the defendants in this case, which tes- 
timony cennects Barrios, Armenta and Chavez with the six Chinese 
before the latter left the Mexican side of the line. These confess- 
ions were made to Assist-nt United States Attorney Frank Stewart 
under the condistions set forth at the time their statenents were 
taken (p 69 and p 79 Vol.3). : 

Mar Look and Chin Bow are now confined in the Los Angeles coun- 
ty jail where they are beinz held as government witnesses upon ine 
structions from the Bureau, issued at my request. Should they cone 
tinue to testify truthfully in this matter, arrangements should he 
made whereby they will be permitted to remain in the United States, 
as was done in the case of Lee Shau. Should we succeed in convicting 
the defendants in this case, and I feel sure we will, such a convict= 
jon will serve as a wholesome lesson to others who have engaged in 


this nefarious practice with apparent impunity. Indictments were ree 


turned against the aforementioned three defendants on September 8&2, 


1908. (pp 80-90 Vol.3). 
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On Sune 29, 1908, defendants Rarrios, Armenta and Chavez, were 
examined by Assistant United States Attorney Frank Stewart (pp 1-38 
Vol. 3), and €ach denied having any connection whatever with the smug- 
pling of the ssid six Chinese for which they rere charged, but their 
statements sre sufficiently contradictory to show that they are not 
true. <Amons the record in the case I found a ststement made by 
Francisco Rarrios in the presence of Inspector Ames and the Mexican

In this stetement Francisco “arrios, the brother of defendant Ygnacio 
Barrios, is quoted as statins that Esau Ortega told him that he had 
brought the six Chinese in question from Ensenada to Mexicali a few 
days before they were taken across the line; that Armenta, Barrios, 
Chavez and Fsau Ortega were together in his, Francisco's, saloon at

operating along the Mexicam horder in Southern California are well 


known to the Bureau and Chinese officials inthis district. TNe auto- 


mobile route via Santa Ana appears to have been the favorite and it 
is impossivle to estimate the number of Chinese who have entered 
the United States in that manner. That the boundary line between 
“Mexico and Southern California has not been effectively guarded is 

a matter of common .knowledge -and it will be impossible to cuard that 
territory with the present force of inspectors now stationed along 
the line. Energetic mounted inspectors should patrol that territory 


at all hours both day and night. In addition to this, the entire - 


coast of Southern California is practically unguarded and, judging 


from the numerous reports coming from residents along this coast 
to the effect that squads of Chinese are often seen, I am convinced 


th-t smucgling operations are. being carried on by boat from Mexico’

That such operations cannot be stopped except by establishing a 


water patrol is evident to. anyone familiar with existing conditions: . 
A boat in charge of a good active crew could easily put a stop to 
this illicit business. 

Recent viweris from Ensenada show large numbers of Chinese now . 
in the vicinity of that pl=ce and evidently waiting an opportunity 
to be smuvctled into the United States. That recent prosecutions in 
this district have checked the lsrge influx of Chinese to Ensenada 
is evidenced by the fact that seven arrived on the steamer Curacao 
on September 27, as against 53 on July 8, 
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For some reason, however, the movement 6f Japanese to Ensenada 
for the evidehe parpeee of entering the United States, has m-terially 
increased. Forty-five Japanese have arrined in’ Enseneds during the 
past few months. These Japanese do not remain in Ensenada but leave 
at once for the vicinity of Tia Juana. Of the 23 that arrived on 
August 27, ten were subsequently apprehended by the immigration 
officials upon their arrival in 10s Angeles after having succeéded 
in crossine the line. 

In view of the several official jivestigations which have .been 
recently conducted in this district, I have confined my work strict- 
ly to the investigating and prosecuting of Chinese smugzl@wg in order

The man 
has five people dependent upon him for thetr support 2nd if his story is 
true as to the immunity promised him by these gentlemen, it seems to me 
a particularly pathetic case and one demanding immediate action on the 
part of the authorities whom Messrs . Nesbit and Hillyer and Sanford re~ 
presented when they made Downey this promise . Can you not take some im- 
mediate action which willl relieve the situation ? |

Dear Jenks; 


In reply to your request of sank. 2nd, I have gone through Garland's 
reports and find the following statement regarding his promises of protection 
to Old Jim: dIn speaking of the difficulty in getting some one to assist him, 
and of his calling the Chinese merchants together in the Lee Shau case, Gar- 
/ land says; "Like Roston. There ‘were many here who would gladly assist us, 

but thru fear or on account of having goods that might be held thrw the customs 
or for many other reasons it was hard to select a‘man like the one we had in 
Boston, but at last Leu Tong,-or as he is better khown as "Old Jim" was select- 
ed by the Chiness merchants as the best man among them to assist us in our 
exposures. The same kind of assurance was extended to Old Jim that we gave 
our Boston merchant. His objections were as many, and of the sare kind. He 
would be charged with being a smeggler if he worked in with them under our 
Cirection. He would lose the standing of being 'a merchant, when other mer- 
chants became aware of his work, etc. To all this we assured him he should 
have the protection of the Congressiqnal Commission. That tre other Chinese 
merchants could explain to their friends why he (01d Jim) had assocdated with ” 
the smugglers, etc. etc,” | 

_ This seems to me pretty definite, and I think it is up to us to at’ least 
protect him for whatever he may have done sihce then. Since in assisting in 
this work he seers to have worked without a salary, and since he was taking 
risks of having his past offenses found out, I think we should carry our 
protection as far as we can conscientiously. 

-I am just starting to the city. I will try to see Burns on the El Paso 
matter if I can get him. I failed to get him over the phone today. We ‘have 
employed one of the men I wrote you about, and I go to meet him tonight. I 
hope we shall be abée to carry something through.

Recently many more rumors of the same “nature ‘heve teatet M6 y and it is certain 
3 from recent developments that the headquarters of the smuggling operations in 
this neighborhood are at Los Angeles. - 


In addition to the other recommendations which have recently been made by me 


in regard to the steps which should be taken to stop this smuggling business, I 


wish to earestly recommend that an experienced and competent secret service 


agent be detailed for duty, with headquarters at Los Angeles, to endeavor to rm 


down the gang of smugglers , whoever they may be. Such a man should be assigned 


not for a few weeks, but for months, or as long as he feels that he can be of 


a 


¢ 


any use in this line. He should be instructed to come to San Francisco and talk 
with some of our men, as well as with me, as there are a great many broken threads 
which could be picked up here. Also in Los Angeles he should take no one other 
than Inspector in Charge Ridgway into his confidence, as rumor also connects Lee 


Thing, our Chinese Interpreter at Los Angeles, with the smegglers. At least, he 


* is said to be a cousin of Lee Waller, whose reputation in this service you know.

It may be that these rumors are false and wholly without foundation. If so, 

no harm can be done to any one by demonstrating that fact, and also though so, 

such an agent might be able to locate the real guilty parties. Never during ny. 

several years of experience in this service has such activity in smeggling circles 


been displayed as at the present time.

These 
Chinese are some of those whose entry: to the country I sought to prevent by the 
stationing of Inspector Gripper at Coyote Wells, which was revoked by your tele~ 
gram of March 28, 1908, Considering how far advanced the season is, I do not 
think it would be advisable to put men in the euart at the present cine, where 
it is almost impossible for F white man to exist owing to climatic conditions. 

I think in order to put a stop to this smuggling of chinees by rail into Cali- 
fornia, which is undoubtedly assuming serious PTOPOSS 26M»: that three young and 


vigorous watchmen should be stationed at Redlands Junction for the purpose of 


carefully looking over all cars, both passenger and freight.

to the City of Mexico; and from the City of Mexico to Santa Cruz; 


no time had he seen any Chinese passing throush that country on foot. 
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from there to Mazatlan,from Mazatlan to Encinata, where I stopped 
nearly a month with a Chinaman by the name of Soo Sam Lin, alias 
Charlie Sam, a Mexican subject; this maw is enraged in arranging 
for Chinese to enter the United States; Soo Sam Lin secured suides 
for us, and 7 other Chinese and myself left Fncinata for the United 
States; we rode one day on stage to a Mexican town "Leo"; (it is 
believed by parties acquainted with that country that this is the 
Mexican town of Real); “from there-we took saddle horses and rodé 
5 or 6 days through a rough mountainous country; we entered the 
Imperial Valley at the Algadona Springs; we came to within three or 
four miles of Calexico where we camped for three or four dayS, await- 
ing new guides who came and we were transferred into their keeping; 
during our stay near Calexico we visited Calexico twice, and were 
told by Americans wno keep a place where soda water and "41 emonade he 
sold that we were in United States Territory, and that we had bett 
‘ leave or we would be arrested; two of the three guides that pte -pire| 
departed taking four of the party; the following day the third 
guide started with myself and three companions;" (Describes this 
man aS tall, dark complexioned, a Mexican, with long hair and beard 
all over his face). "We traveled for some distance when the fuide 
discovered a man on horseback whom he believed was pursuing us; he 
deserted us and we spent three or four days in the vicinity of ranch- 
es trying to find a guide, but when we were nearly exhaysted we came 
to the railroad and shortly after were arrested; the fourth person 
; in our party’ had once lived in the United States and had a paper; 
' after the officer examined that paper he permitted him to depart; 
his. name is Lee Wan Hay, and he had formerly lived in Chicago, and 
r | was on his way back to that point; we were to be delivered to Soo 
Bing, a rancher in the Quong Chune sardens near San Bernardino; Soo 
Bing is a clansman of Soo Sam Lin at Encinata, and they are engaged 
in bringing in Chinese; they charge %320 Mexican money from Fncin- 
; ata; this includes fare, provisions, guides, and everything; part 
of this amount is paid in advance and the’ balance when we reach our 
destination; I was going to Hom Lee Co., 16507 West Agben or Aiden 
street, Chicago, and Sam Woo, 60 West Adams street, Chicazo. :

the officers on the Mexican line as being a person who is willing to

that Inspector Webb of Arizona, knows those parties well. About the 


time that those four Chire se were arrested at Imperial Junction this 
man Price ,arrived in Yuma and had his hair cut and his beard shaved 
off.

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At an early hour this morning a freight car from Texas which arrived at this 
City over the Sunset route of the Southern Pacific, was found by the railroad 


detectives to contain sixteen Chinese. This office was notified and the men were 


immediately taken into custody. They are now being subject to a rigid examination, 


and we have already asterteined that they all crossed the international boundary 
line from Mexico in the neighborhood of El Paso. They were destined for Los 
Angeles, but through some mistake on the pert of the smugglers the car came 
through to this. city without eivine them ea chance to get out at Los Angeles. 

I have every reason to believe that these people were destined to the 
smgeling peng now operating in southern California, and this report should be 
considered with my letter of even number of the 29th ultimo, reporting the 


capture of three several parties amounting in all to fourteen men; in other words, 


our total catch of contraband Chinese in this State within the past two weeks has 


‘ been thirty, so far reported. 


The attitude of the leaders of this band is very defiant, and they do not 
seem to regard their capture seriously. I have just renewed my orders to the 
Los Angeles office to search arriving freights, as I am satisfied that the 
smugglers believe themselves immume from interference, although these recent 
numerous asveste euabt to be rather disturbing to their peace of mind. 

Mr. Mehan and an interpreter are still in the south, and I hope that we will 
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soon get to the bottom of this nefarious scheme. I will report details as soon 
as possible. :

I am inclined to believe from the attached letter from the 
Insvector in Charge at New Orleans, as well as by reason of the circun- 
stances attaching to the recent voyage to Mexico of the schooner

smusclers and steerers are turning their attention to the opportunities 
for brinsing Chinese by water from Mexico to the various small Gulf ports. 
I am also inclined to agree'with Inspector in Charse Stretton that an in- 
vestivation ought to be made of this matter in New Orleans and vicinity 
by an officer not known in that country. Attention is also directed to 
the telegram from the Inspector in Charge at Galveston, and the Devart- 
ment's revly,showing that William Choupian, who is an associate of 
Ching Binge of the firm of Man Hing & Co. of New Orleans, am who was

put into this port in order to procure a guard of 20 men to keep. 
the peace between the Russian and Chinese passengers; that ever 
since leaving Vladivostok on April 12th there had been fights be- 
tween the two races, as a result of which 7 Russians and 6 Chinese . 
were wounded, The Captain, assisted by the British Consular Agent, 
procured this guard, and the next day, May 8th, proceeded to 
Guaymas, | ! 

Immediately upon nee arrival I notified the Captain of the 
penalties incurred in allowing any alien to land in violation. of 
our Immigration and Chinese Exclusion Acts, and I instructed him 
to guard the ship closely to prevent any escapes, In view of the 
large number and the character of these aliens I also detailed two 


of our Inspectors to guard the boat while she was in this harbor,

These Chinese and Russians are under three year's contract 
with the Mexicam branch 6f the Southern Pacific, Railroad Co,, to 
work near G@uaymas, Mexico, and are furnished by Epperly & Co. of 
Shanghai, A Chinese sub-contracter, Lee Soo Sin, who ‘is one of 
the passengers, informed me that he had a sub-contract with Ep- 
perly & Co, to supply 1200 Chinese, and that he only had 915, 

All these Chinese were gathered from around Harbin, and are of 
the very lowest class of coolies imaginable, 3 They are from 
Siberia and the northern part of Manchuria, and are entirély dif- 
ferent from the Cantonese Chinese who usually come to the United - 
States} in fact, our Interpreter was unable to converse with them, 
and I had to use a Russian Interpreter, .The surgeon sailing with, 
the ship, a former Russian Navy Surgeon, informed me that soon 
after the ship had left Vladivostok it was ascertained that among. 
these Shituens passengers there were between two and three hundred 
of the worst outlaws who had infested the neighborhood of Harbin 
during the Russian-Japaneseé war, 

The Russians are also proasred by a sub-contracter, who re- - 
mained in Siberia, for the same firm in Shanghal,, and they are not 
of a much better class, most of them being ex-convicts from Siberia, 
Altogether, both Chinese and Russians are probably the vilest and

With the arrival of 
this party Captain Duncan seemed to 


think that his troubles, for a time at

“There is a report that there were 
fifteen Chinese killed and thrown 
overboard after one of the riots on 
your way over. Is there any truth in

Ap- 
‘“-**4 parently there has been little or no at- 
“tempt at,sanitary measures and the 
only wonder is that officers, crew and 
passengers have thus far escaped a 
pestilence.

Captain Duncan, this morning, was 
busily engaged in making preparations 
for departure at. o’clock this after- 
noon. At that hour, however, all 
arrangements had been completed, 
and it was then stated that, in all 
probability, the start will be made be- 
tween 4 and 5 o’clock. 

CAPTAIN MAKES STATEMENT 
, Captain Duncan has made the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the trip of 
the Maori King and her troubles: 


“The Maori King left Vladivostok 
April 12. For the first few days there 


was no trouble, and everything was 
lovely. After a week’s run, two of 
the Chinamen got:‘into a row over a 
gambling game of some kind, and 
one was stabbed in the kidneys, and 
may be fatally wounded. His assail- 
ant is in irons, and will be turned 
over to the authorities at Guaymas. 
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Thirteen days out, the Chinese, who 
had been told that the voyage would 
only last twelve days, got nervous, and 
made a request through the interpre- 
ter that they be put ashore, thinking 
the vessel was off the coast of Mexi- 
co. When I told them we were ip 
imid-ocean, they demanded they be 
(taken back to Vladivostok, saying 
they had only expected a 12-day “voy- 
‘age and did not want to get so far 
from home. 


| “Of course, this was out of ‘the 
question, as I did not have supplies 
3 / enough for the return voyage. Then 
»they mutinied and_ threatened the 
‘jlives .of all of the Europeans on the

The dirtiest and vilest hole that 
anybody could imagine:is right in this 
port, resting on the clear and trans- 
quil waters of beautiful San Diego 
bay in the form of the British tramp 
steamer Maori King, which arrived in 
this port Tuesday morning on her way 
to Guaymas, Mexico, for the purpose 
of securing aid to quell a riot which 
was taking place between 921 Chinese 
and 247 Russians on board. 

On boarding the ship this (Wednes- 
day) morning a Sun reporter saw a 
Sight which, although having its in- 


teresting side, was sickening in the 


extreme. Of all the dirt,. filth and 
stench from the ship it is beyond the 
power of anyone to imagine how any 
human being could possibly live the 
way these 1200 Chinese and Russians 
have been doing since April 12, when 


‘the ship left Vladivostok. 


Going out in a launch, when as far 


‘away #3 1000 feet or mofe, one has 


sone wirning of the filth he is going 


‘to ‘contend with if he boards the large 
‘ship as the stench even at that dis- 


tance Fis plenttifully powerful. 

On walking up the gangway steps 
to board the ship under the curious 
eyes of hundreds of Chinamen who 
gazed with interest over the rail at the 
gasoline engine, a thing they had nev- 
er seen before entering this port, one 
Jands on the bridge, overlooking the 
entire length of the ship and it is 
from this point of view that one meets 
‘with a wonderful but sickening sight 
—a sight of a lifetime. 

Hundreds of Chinamen packed in as 
thick as peas in a pod, line the decks

The ‘Chinks all appeared quiet this” 
morning, but in working one’s way 
through the crowd he was met with 
gazes from many a vicious looking in- 
dividual, and could not help but have 
a creepy feeling come over him. 

The filth on the decks was beyond 
imagination, but the hold was even 
worse. Bunks constructed from the 
bottom of the mull, tier on tier up to 
the hatchways in each hold, afford 
sleeping accommodations for the 
Chinks and there is more scattered 
throughout that part of the ship than 
on the deck as there is not room on 
top for all. Well, one look in the hold 
over the hatches is sufficient. 

The Chinks covered the greater part 
of the shin while the Russians are 
huddled up in the bow. 

There are about 17 injured men on 
the ship, as a,result of the fight be- 
tween the Chinese and Russians, and 
out of this number none will die, ac- 
cording to a statement made by Dr. 
Benzengre the ship’s doctor this 
morning. — | 
“But,” said he, “there is one China- 
man who is dying, as the result of a 
knife wound in the kidneys, received 
from another Chinaman who stabbed 
him in thé back. I do not expect him 
to live 24 hours, and he is liable to 
die any minute.”’ 

Dr. Benzengre is a member of the 
Russian navy and listed on this ship 
for this trip only, to Guaymas from 
where he will go to New York and 
other eastern cities, and then to St. 
Pertersburg. He sailed more for a 
pleasure trip than for any other pur- 
pose, but the did not realize what he 
was up against. 

“The trip,” said he in broken English, 
‘has been anything but pleasa@nt.”’ 

Everything »was’ alright the first 
week out but then the trouble began.” 


FOOD THE MAIN TROUBLE. 


He thinks the cause of the trouble 
arose over the food question. It seems 
that the Russians were faring a little 
better than the Chinese and the latter 
becoming jealous caused the whole 
trouble. 

The body of the Chinaman, who died 
some days ago through the lack of 
opium is still held on board, and will 
be taken back to China for burial. 

The Chinamen will not stand for 
burial at sea, but demand that the body 
be taken back to China and will not 
listen to any other disposal of it. 

“We have promised to take the body 
back, for if we had not, there certain-

Replying to your despatch dated July 1, 1908, file 
No. 3385/20, I submit the enclosed tabular statement of 
Chinese emicration to the Republic of Mexico since the 
date ot my arrival. 

Examination of the table reveals the fact that there 
have been 1835 rejections during a period of fourteen months 
and of t:.is number 965 have been rejected since the 14th or. 
May, 1908 and from vessels which,. at this date, are still in 
port. All rejections are based on trachoma.
